STRATHMORE ISOLATED 


The expected has happened. 
Since Sunday evening trains No. 
13 and 14 have been running ov- 
er the new line between Shepard 
and Gleichen. 

The result is that Strathmore 
has only two trains each way 
every day, the local in the morn- 
ing and evening, and Nos. 3 and 
4 in the afternoon 

There only one east and one 
west mail in each twenty-four hours, 
by trains Nos. 3 and 4. This is 
cutting the former mail service ex- 
actly in half, 

But not the worst yet. 
The night operator here was noti- 
fied that he was to transter to 
Gleichen immediately, and that 
Strathmore was to be closed down 
as a night station,

This means that no wires can be 
despatched here or received after 
the departure of the local at 8.15, 
so that from eight p,m, to 8 a.m, 
Strathmore is isolated from the out- 
side world, the phone service also 
closing down at 8 p,m. 


We mistake the temper of the 
Strathmore people if they will stand 
for this thing. Strathmore’s com- 
merce is largely dependent upon 
efficient train and telegraph service 
from the outside, and no company, 
no matter how rich or powerful, has 
any right to choke off our growth 
and prosperity in this manner. Once 
the Company establishes a train 
service and keeps it up for several 
years it has no right to withdraw 
it unless the business has decreased 
to warrant a reverson of the former 
service. That not the in 
Strathmore. Strathmore ac- 
counted one of the most prosperous 
towns in Alberta at the present time, 
and has suffered less from the pre- 
valent depression than most of 
them.

The land in Strathmore is largely 
owned by the C. P, R. As a result 
40 per cent of the land here is ex- 
empt from taxation, It has meant 
bigger taxes and less improvements 
for the owners of land here who are 
not so lucky as to be able to claim 
exemption, but they have not grum- 
bled to any extent at that. But the 
action of the Company in reducing 
the train, mail, and telegraph ser 
vice is altogether unwarranted, 

Strathmore stands unique amony 
incorporated towns on the C.P.R 
lines in Alberta on account of its 
having the poorest train service. A 
proud distinction surely, All the 
other towns between Medicine Hat 
have three trains each way per day. 
One of them has five. All the 
towns between Calgary and Macleod 
have three trains per day, some of 
them more. Take an example. 
Okotoks, with a population, accord- 
ing to the C.P.R. time table, of 514, 
has tour trains each way per day. 
Strathmore with a population, ac- 
cording to the same time table, of 
1,531, has two trains a day. And 
Okotoks is on a branch line while 


Strathmore is on the main line.

“I do not wish to discuss this mat- 
ter in a political way but rathet in an 
economic or business way. The In- 
ternational Harvester Company has an 
establishment in Hamilton, The tan- 
gible property in Canada of that con- 
cern amounts to about $4,000,000. It 
has a very large plant in Chicago. 
We looked very carefully into the 
question of the cost of production at 
Hamilton and at Chicago and found 
a very substantia! difference in favor 
of Chicago by reason of the greater 
tonnage turned out here. Speaking 
from recollection, the difference was 
either $7 or $9 upon an eight-foot 
binder. 

“I sent a representative from my 
office to look into the factory cost in 
both places. In addition to that, as

MIE perfect hostess tries as far as 
poselble to leave the entertainment 
of her guests in their own hands, mak- 
ting it ber duty to study the prefer- 
ences of those she has invited under 
her roof.

INSPECTING PROGRESS 
OF INVESTIGATION 


Government Irrigation- 
f LOCAL JOTTINGS isle 


For the best part of last week 
three prominent Governmentoftic- 
ials were in Strathmore and dis- 
trict in connection with investiga- 
tions the Dominion Government 
is conducting into complaints 
made by many farmers about the 
classification. Besides looking 
over the work done, these officials 
took the opportunity of meeting 
with some of the farmers and 
motored over a considerable sec- 
tion of the country 

The three visitors Were: 

E. F. Drake, Superintendent 
of Irrigation for the Dominion 
Government, of Ottawa. 

Dr Shutt, Chief Chemist of the 
Department of Agriculture of the 
Dominion Government, of Otta- 
wa, 

G. N. Houston, Chief Field 
Engineer of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, with headquarters at 
the irrigation office, Department 
of Interior, of Calgary. 

According to these officials, the 
work the Government is doing at 
the present time is most thorough 
and exhaustive. It included a 
complete re-survey of the land, 
an analysis of the soil in different 
sections, and rainfall and weather 
reports. 

Dr Shutt stated, while in Glei- 
chen the previous week,that many 
soil samples were being sent in, 
and that it was entailing much 
extra work to the Department of 
Agriculture, two extra men being 
employed to deal with it. 

f thn as to when the reclassi- 
fication of the land would be 
completed, he said that already 
some of the reports had been 
completed and sent out, but that 
it would still require some time 
before the entire work would be 
completed. He explained that 
in sending out the reports of the 
reclassification, copies were mail- 
ed at the same time to the owner of 
the property as it was to the C.P. 

R. Coy. and that every care was 
being taken to make the reports 
as complete as possible and he 
was pleased to have met few 
who were not satisfied. Howev- 
er, he did. not c'aim his depart- 
ment was infallible and was ever 
ready to consider any reasonable 
request. 

The Government had a camp 
of 19 men out throughout the 
Irrigation Block for a year past 
on the reclassification. They are 
at present working at Nightin- 
gale. 

In addition the Government 
have a number of crops throug- 
out the district under inspection, 
and MrG. D. Walters has sent 
out crops in Strathmore, Bass- 
ano, and Lethbridge district. 

The most complete test 1s be- 
ing made on land belonging to 
the C,P,R, Demonstration Farm, 
and the results, both on irriga- 
tion and summer fallow, promise 
to be very good. Mr Walters 
has also had fine result with 
crops on the Cammeart and Wil- 
lems farm,
